It is better to stay a bit back from the picture so as to get the 
sweep of sky and earth with the clouds of pinkness floating be- 
tween, It is entrancing to drive along the smooth road between 
orchards full of what seems almost like the softest dawn of sum- 
mer morning fluttering down to earth, lighting the world as it 
passes. It is soul-satisfying to see the beauty of spring blossoms— 
peach trees and little children, standing together under the blue 
of a bright spring day. 

Sounds like a lot of bother for very little? I can only tell 
you that peach trees were dressed that way for little children by 
the wisdom of the Creator. Don’t let them miss the feast pre- 
pared for them.
